In collaboration with David Stimpson's family, it was determined that David 
would best receive needed help at a rehabilitation center in Jacksonville, 
Florida. On his family's arrival to Jacksonville, they were met by Wolmer- 
ian Dr. Peter McIntosh and his wife Denise, who provided support for Stimo 
and family throughout their entire stay. David Knight, Colin Lowe, Lincoln 
Stupart, and other members of the Wolmer's family traveled from various 
parts of the US to be with Stimo, providing his wife Sharon with a much 


needed break. 


Albert Schwitzer said, “In everyone's life at some time, our inner fire goes 
out. It is then burst into flame by an encounter with another human 
being. We all should be thankful for those people who kindle the inner 
spirit". Stimo must have felt that way, but thanks to David, Gavin and

Introduction 

Over the period of its existence, the Wolmer's Alumni Association, 
South Florida Chapter (hereafter referred to as “the Association") 
has awarded scholarships to students attending Wolmer's Trust 
High Schools, and also to past students of Wolmer's Schools at- 
tending tertiary and vocational institutions. These scholarships have 
been funded from the Association's general fund and contributions 
made by members of the association that are earmarked for schol- 
arships. In addition to our Association's scholarships, individuals 
may also establish personal scholarships and set their criteria. For 
students at Wolmer's High Schools, the awards usually cover tu- 
ition, and for students attending tertiary or vocational institutions, 
the awards cover books and other discretionary expenses. 


Eligibility Criteria and Awarding Procedures: 

E The Scholarships are awarded based on "financial need" 
and “scholastic ability". 

2 Only students currently attending Wolmer's Boys and 
Girls Schools, and former students of Wolmer's that are 
attending tertiary institutions are eligible. 

3. For scholarships given by individual members of the 
association, the members reserve the right to specify other 
criteria for selection, including but not limited to, area of 
study, gender, and grade level. 

Students currently attending Wolmer’s Schools: 

a. For students that are currently attending Wolmer's Schools 
the guidance counselors in collaboration with the 
principals of the schools should identify the potential 
students and forward their names to the Association. 

b. At Wolmer's High Schools, only students that are 
registered in grades seven through eleven are eligible to 
receive awards from the Association. 

p Scholarships will not be given to students that are failing, 
and the principals must submit the report cards from the 
previous year for those students selected to receive awards. 

d. Scholarships are awarded at the beginning of the school 
year for a period of one year, and may be renewed if the 
student successfully completes the current grade. This will

"No Wolmerian Walks Alone" (NWWA) is a special needs fundraising project that was implemented to help 
our needy and under-privileged students at the Wolmer's schools on an annual basis. The NWWA creates a 
lifeline for students to discreetly obtain uniforms, lunch money and bus fare to attend school. 


Feedback from the guidance counselors and parents in Jamaica, shows that it costs approximately US$600 
per year to outfit a student, provide lunch money, bus fares (depending on where the student lives) and in 
some cases, fees for exams. Students are able, with authorization, to go directly to a specific manufacturer ` 
and be fitted for uniforms. Submission of an invoice results in the manufacturer being paid. It is our desire to 
assist any needy student with enough uniforms for at least one school year. Lunch money and bus fares are 
disbursed by the bursar after verification that the student is attending school regularly.
